Havana. Xov. 3.—President Palma's 


recommendations to the Cuban con- 
gress as embodied in his message are 
chiefly of a genera] character. 


Referring to the relations between 


Cuba and the United States, the mes- 
sage says: 
"Our political relations i 


with the United States have been defi- j 
nitely settled by treaties founded on i 
the terms of the constitutional appen- j 
dix, and the latter could not be elimi- i 
nated from 
the constitution by the 


mere reading of these treaties. Con- 
gress can appreciate that within the 
precise terms of the Platt amendment 
Cuba has obtained no few advantages. 


"Of the two forms of cession of 


naval coaling stations, by sale or by 
lease, the one least baneful to Cuban 
sentiment, was adopted and the small- 
est limit as to (he number of .stations 
granted was made: the regulations in 
the leases contain other limitations 
favorable to Cuba.' The government is 
acquiring territory within the stations 
and will soon 
formally deliver the 


areas marked out. The Honorable 
President Roosevelt, to whom the peo- 
ple of Cuba f'jel such profound grati- 
tude, has been faithful to his word 
and has convened the American con 
gress in special session for the pur- 
pose of taking action on the pending 
reciprocity treaty, from which we hope 
to receive threat benefits.

In these days of giant crackers and

Her patri- 
otic enthusiasm is not by any means 
to be discounted. But it was not for 
several years after the Declaration of 
Independence was first made that the 
Buckeye state fell into the procession 
and fittingly observed this thrilling 
patriotic holiday.

not 


through any lack of patriotism, but 
rather by reason of a lack of people 
in whose hearts the floods of enthusi- 
asm might rise till they should burst j 
forth and make a big noise. 


To be exact i» the matter of years. 


Ohio was, owing to this sad lack of 
Inhabitants, Just 20 years behind her 
neighboring states to the east in get- 
ting In line on the glorious Fourth. 
But It was be admitted that just as 
toon as any people got into Ohio they 
•nt once began to do their duty in this 
-important matter, as the following 
•4rtory will amply show: 


It tras In 1796 that the pioneer sur- 


veying party was sent out by Con- 
'•necticut to look over the western re-
